Tha port 1 b under construc- 
tion in Vraugol Day, near Ihe 


town of Nakhodfaai the first sec- 
tion is already In operation. The 
four huge complexes ol this 
section handle limber) there Is 
a container terminal, and com- 
plexes for handling chips and 
coat, the latter, Incidentally, be- 
ing Ihe biggest In the Soviet 
Union. The first stage will 
handle over 0,000,000 tonnes of 
cargo a year, and will serve 
bulkers with a freight carrying 
capacity of up to 100,000 tonnes. 

Already tho port Is lumdling 
over 8,000,000 tonnes of cargo 
a year, thus relieving the strain 
on the ports of Vladivostok, 
Nakhodka, and Vaulno. 

Five new quays. Including one 
for coal, will come Into service 
in the 11th five-year plan period 
(1081-1085). Together wllh the 
complex already In operation, 
they will handle over 10,000,000 
tonnes of solid fuel a year. 
From here coking coal from the 
deposits lu South Yakutia and 
along the Balkal-Amur Railway 
will be shipped to Japan and 
other countries. 

On completion of the second 
stage, tho port will provide a 
full range of services for In- 
coming ships, from food and 
fuel supplies to repairs. 

Residential areas have sprung 
up on the edge of the harbour, 
amid them Nakhodka's new sa- 
tellite town of Beregovoi, which, 
when It Is completed, will have 
a population of 00,000. 
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WATER FROM 
UNDERGROUND 


Water ha- come to tho arid 
Mil Stcppo in Azerbaijan from 
an underground fresh water re- 
servoir spotted by local hydro- 
geologists. Six 150 m deep wells 
feed a 50 kilometre long pipe- 
line. 

Each well produces several 
dozen of cubic metres of fresh 
water which does not even need 
purification. Hundreds of towns 
and villages along the piping 
route will be provided wllh run- 
ning water. 

Over the current five-year pe- 
riod Azerbaijan plans to build 
800 kilometres of water mains 
with necessary water scooping 
and other facilities.

The Alpine klshlak (village) 
Sokli In Uzbekistan has recently 
been Industrialized. The klshlak 
which Is famous for Us potters 
now has a pottery factory. 

This was the result of the de- 
cision by the local Soviet's com- 
mission for labour resources.

enough for many years.

This country has two main forms of training research 
personnel— universities and technical c alleges, writes 
Academician O. Bclotscikovsky, rector o t the Moscow

them furs lls evident assets as well as shortcomings: 
untvorslttes basically provide genet al sctenllllc training 
but normally do noi train personnel for fndusfr/a! la- 
boratories and research Institutes, whereas technical 
colleges usually fail to provide an off- round educaf/on. 

The (rend now fs for narrowing this gap os several 
inslltufes combining tho elements and advantages ol 
boll] universttfps and technical colleges have sprung 
up— they might be called technical universities. Among 
them ts the Moscow Physics and Technology Intitule, 
Moscow Engineering and Physics Institute, Moscow 
rruiUuifl nf Fleet ionic Equipment, Moscow Irulifulc ol 
Electronic Engineering, Leningrad Lcnsov/cf Technolo- 
gical Instil ute. and Novosibirsk University.

MATH MODELLING 
AND WEATHER 

Mathematical models simulat- 
ing the interaction oi the ocean 
and the atmosphere, devised by 
Soviet scientists In the Far East, 
enable very accurate predictions 
to be made of expected changes 
In the weather. 

Experimental surveya carried 
out recently by the research ves- 
sel "Professor Bogorov" have 
revealed that the shift In weather 
changes depends on the thickness 
of the solar heated layer, also 
called tha active layer, of the 
ocean. Tha thinner tho layer 
the more volatile In the weather. 
This It formal ion as given to u 
TASS correspondent by Dr V, 
Akulichev, Deputy Director of 
the Pacific Oceanologlcal Insti- 
tute of tho USSR Academy of 
Sciences. For Instance, when the 
layer Is 300 metres (hick, six to 
seven days are needed for a 
change In temperature to occur. 

Math modelling takes into ac- 
count the whole complex process 
of energy exchange between tho 
ocean end the atmosphere in 
various regions. The Importance 
of such work Is self-ovldent if 
wo recall that changes In tho 
temperature of the ocean surface, 
even lo a fraction of a degree, 
cause notloealilo changes In iho 
weather over continents many 
thousand miles away.

Tha sonic depth (Index la on 
invaluable Instrument for sea- 
farers who need Infounation 
about that particular part of 
the sea-bed over which they 
happen to bo lying at a given 
moment. 

Scientists at lha Sea Hydro- 
physics Institute of tho Ukrain- 
ian Academy of Sciences have 
come up with an Improved in- 
strument, the Automated Rcllei 
complex, which registers simul- 
taneously the day of tha year, 
time, latitude, longitude, as well 
as the sea dc-plli. Tho Instru- 
ment can be attached lo sonic 
depth finders, hydroconi passes, 
and hydrodynamic logs of any 
make and Installed on any 
transport, research or Ashing 
vessel.

MULTINATIONAL 
WEALTH OF SOVIET 
LITERATURE 



Moscow has recently been tho 
veuuo for tho 7th Congress of 
Soviet Writers. Sergei BARUZ- 
DIN, Editor-In-Chief of tho maga- 
zine "Druzhba Naxodov", com- 
ments on tho multilingual nature 
of Soviet literature, 

Even ot the 1st Writers Con- 
gress, which was held almost 
IIHy years ago, MaxJni Gorky j 
described our literature. In view 
of Its multilingual character, «s I 
a unique phenomenon. 

Throughout many decades, 
and oven centuries or Tsarist 
rule, wo find little mention ol the 
national literatures of Russia. 
They wero born as a result of h 
long and palnlul process. Today 
there aro over 100 peoples and 
nationalities In tha Soviet Union, 
Whereas before tho October Rev- 
olution there were less than 20 
national literatures, now tills 
number has reached 77. 

Today we find II quite natural 
lhat Mich Northern peoples as 
the Chukchi, Nlvkhf, Evenki, and 
Eskimo should hove literatures 
of Ihelr own. Rather unusual 
and Intel esflng literature has 
arisen in places where, only one 
general Ion dgo, there was not 
even a wiiiir-n language and 
where, forty or fifty years ago, 
life was determined hy the laws 
and traditions of a primordial 
society. 

Though this country Is Indeed 
multilingual, such terms as “mi- 
nority*' or “alien" aro not to be 
found lu our languages. The 
greatness of a nation depends 
not on the number of lls people, 
but on its historical, spiritual 
and cultural activity. Even a 
small aaUon can create art of 
global significance. The Kirghiz 
could, according to views which 
are now outdated, be categorized 
perhaps m a so-called minority. 
This republic baa a population 
of slightly over three million 
people. Yet, Kirghizia is Ihe 
homeland of ChingUz Aitmatov, 
whose books have been Iran- 
slated into more than forty lan- 
guages. 

Though Kirghiz! an by birth, 
Aitmatov writes in Russian. Ol- 
chas Suledmcnov, a Kazak h poet, 
whose poelry Is known both la 
the USSR arid abroad, also writes 
In Russia a. We can name many 
(bare big names ' In literature 
who, though they are not Am- 
sUha by birth, prefer to write 
in Ihe Russian language. This is 
a new and Interesting trend in 
our Ulefelure. The Rusdab lah- 
guage does - nol prevent an, 
author frora. expressing Ike na- 
tional features Of bta . people, 
.Ihelr historical .destiny or out- 
look. Indeed Jnst the opposite, la
